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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-24 and 29-37 in Paper No. 3 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the subject matter of clams is sufficiently 
related that the search and examination of the entire application could be made without serious 
burden. This is not found persuasive because establishing that the inventions are classified in 
different classes and/or subclasses establishes that a serious burden exists on the examiner if 
restriction is not required. The restriction requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claim(s) 25-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

3. Since the applicant has elected Group I, a further restriction to one of the following 
inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

A. Claim(s) 1-24, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 422, subclass 108. 

B. Claim(s) 29-37, drawn to a method, classified in class 48, subclass 197R. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions B and A are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus, such as one wherein the 
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steam reforming reaction and the partial oxidation reaction do not occur at the same time (by a 
reactor which is not an auto thermal reformer). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group A is not required for Group B, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

7. Once the applicant elects one of the above indicated Inventions, a further restriction to a 
distinct species, as set forth below, is required.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete 
must include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
